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Serum Hepatitis Danger 


[There has been a recent outbreak in the East of serum hepatitis and the 
writer would like to repeat an editorial published in the September 15th, 1958 
issue of the Fortnightly Review. Thorough sterilization of all hypodermic equip- 
ment cannot be emphasized enough.] 


There have been frequent reports of serum hepatitis following dental opera- 
tions. In a recent study, two Rochester, New York physicians found a high 
percentage of infections were the result of exposure in dental offices. At 
least strong enough evidence was demonstrated to believe that such relation- 
ship existed. It was pointed out that extreme care in sterilizing all instruments, 
syringes and needles was an absolute must. Autoclaving was the most accept- 
able method, boiling at least thirty-minutes the second best, with chemical 
sterilization the least satisfactory. A further danger lies in the re-use of a 
carpule. Under no circumstances should an anesthetic carpule be re-used. 

Of the cases studied, three were fatal which would indicate the serious 
results. 

Autoclave or sterilize your instruments for thirty minutes at least. Don’t 
re-use your anesthetic carpules.
